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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


The census, the statistics of which are embodied in this volume, was taken 
on March 18th, 1921. 

The figures for the detached tracts of Central India, namely Nandwai, belong- 
ing to Indore State, and Gangapur to Gwalior State, which are situated in the 
Mewar Agency, are included, as before, in the statistics of the Mewar State, in 
the Imperial Tables and excluded from the Provincial Tables. 

The figures for Nimrol village, situated in the Gwalior Kesidency, have 
been excluded from Dholpur State in the Imperial Tables and included in the 
Provincial Tables. 

The figures for the Pargana of Sambhar held jointly by the Jaipur and Marwar 
Darbars, have been divided between the two States half and half in the Imperial 
and Provincial Tables. 

The figmes for areas under British Administration in Rajputana excepting 
the Abu District, are included in the Imperial and Provincial Tables in the statis-- 
tics of the States in which they are situated. 

A new District 'uw., Abu has come into existence under British Administra- 
tion in Rajputana. It is made up of the area leased out to the Government of 
India by the Sirohi Darbar. Its figures have therefore been shown separately 
in aU the Tables and not included in the Sirohi State as in 1911. 

Ajmer and Merwara, hitherto treated as two separate Districts, have this 
time been dealt with as one single district for the reasons given in note 4 to Table I. 

The 22 inhabited villages, belonging to the Marwar Darbar and 92, belonging 
to the Mewar Darbar, which are all situated in the Merwara Sub-Division (District 
of Ajmer-Merwara) and administered on certain conditions by the British Govern- 
ment, have been excluded, as in 1911, from the Ajmer-Merwara figures in the Pro- 
vincial Tables. 

The optional Tables XIX and XX, prescribed by the Government of India, 
have not been compiled for Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara. 

The optional Table XXI-B has been compiled for Rajputana and Ajmer- 
Merwara. 

- In addition to the Tables prescribed by the Government of India, two special 
Tables have been compiled this time viz., (1) XI-B showing immigration by age 
periods and selected birth places, castes and occupation for the City of Ajmer only 
and (2) XVII-B showing population following selected occupations by sex and age 
periods for all the Capital Towns in Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara excepting 
Abu, Kishangarh and Lawa. ^ 

Detailed statistics of area, houses, population, religion, and literacy for the 
various administrative units (that is — Parganas, Tahsils, etc.) in the States and 
D istricts, will be found in the Provincial Tables I and II at the end of this volume.

A city means (i) every town containing not less than 100,000 inhabitants, (ii) any other 
town treated by the Provincial Census Superintendent with the sanetion of the Local Govern- 
ment, as a City for Census purposes. 

Jaipur (in Eajputana) continues to hold its position which it did in 1911. 

Urs fair has raised the population of Ajmer (in the British District of Ajmer-Merwara) 
to enable it to step into the first category. The remaining nine cities in Eajputana remain 
in the second category, Bundi and Dholpur having been newly added to the list, 

■ A town was defined in the Imperial Census Code as including (1) every Municipality, (2) 
all civU lines not included within Municipal limits, (3) every Cantonment, (4) every other 
continuous collection of houses inhabited by not less than 5,000 persons, treated by the Pro- 
vincial Census Superintendent as a town for Census purposes. But the numerical limit in 
the case of category (4) has been relaxed in Eajputana so as to admit certain places having 
urban characteristics, into that category.

The Table is divided into three parts, each showing the distribution of the population by 
age, sex and civil condition. 

Part A — Is the summary for the Province, as a whole, of the distribution of the ’total 
population (aU religious) and of each religion. The figures for the Indian 
States and the British District of Ajmer-Merwara have been given separately. 

Part B — Shows, for States and District, the distribution of the population (all religions) 
and of each main rehgion (Animist, Christian, Hindu, Jain, Musalman, Sikh). 

Part C — Shows, for each City, the distribution of the total population (all religions). 

In parts B and C the age periods are given in less detail than in part A, those for the indi- 
vidual years 1, 2, 3, 4 being compressed iuto one period 1 — 5 and those from 20 onwards beiug 
compressed into 5 periods 20 — 30, 30 — 40, 40 — 50, 50 — 60 and 60 and over. 

The ages of the people recorded in the Census Schedules represent the actual number of 
completed years on the day of the Census, not the current year of age. Divorced persons 
have been included in the heading “ widowed,” provided that they were not re-married.

— Shows the birth-places of uninigrants enumerated in the city of Ajmer by age 
groups (0 — 15, 15 — 40, and 40 and over) and the most important or interesting 
occupations or means of support among certain selected castes or races, which 
have been chosen either for their numerical importance or their local interest. 
Various places of birth have been classified and arranged in part I, in accordance 
with the principles, followed by the Census Commissioner io the India Table 
XI. 

Only those Districts or States have been shown separately in which 1,000 or more, in 
Rajputana and Ajmer-Merwara combined were bom. The remaining Districts or States of 
each Province have been amalgamated under “ Others.” 

Countries (Asia outside India and Europe) in which less than 20 persons were bom have 
been clubbed together under “ Others ” in their respeetive heads.

This table classifies the information about industries •which •was collected in a special In- 
dustrial Schedule filled in by the Owners, Managers or Agents of factories, etc., in which more 
than 10 persons were employed on April 1st 1921.

Part I of this table contains information regarding each kind of factory, mine, etc., in 
the Provinces as a whole, distinguishing between those factories in which 
mechanical power is employed and those in which it is not and classifying them 
according to the number of persons employed (with detail of skilled and unskilled.) 

Part II shows, for each State or District, the number of persons employed in each class 
of industries, without the details given in Part I.

The two Provincial Tables in this Volume give statistics for the administrative units in 
the States and Districts e.g., for TahsUs, Nizamats, Parganas, Towns or whatever the local 
rmit may be called. 

This Table shows for each unit its area, niunber of towns and villages and of houses in 
urban and lura^ areas, poprdation (Urban and Rural) of 1921, density of population per square 
mile, population of 1911 and percentage of variations for 1901-11 and 1911-21. 

The units have been arranged as far as possible in alphabetical order, except that the 
capitals of States and Districts have been printed first in each case, and towns whose areas 
are shown as included in that of some Pargana, etc., have been printed immediately next to 
such Pargana. 

Many of the units have been completely changed since 1911. The figures in columns 11 
to 16 therefore, will not always agree with those of the previous censuses. Adjustment could 
not be made as detailed information regarding area-and population was not available. 

The areas. given in column 3 for the administrative units are merely approximate ones, 
being based on the rough revenue records of the State. 

The following are the differences between the figures in this table and those in the Imperial 
Tables ; — 

(f) In the areas of Rajputana, Alwar, Dholpur, Jaipur, Karauh, Marwar, Tonk, Sirohi 
and Ajmer-Merwara, owing to the Imperial Table figures being based on the 
Imperial Survey and those in this table on the latest revenue records. 

{ii) In all the figures (except urban) for (a) Rajputana, Marwar, Mewar and Ajmer- 
Merwara, owing to the inclusion in tius'table in the 1921 figiues for Rajputana, 
Marwar and Mewar, of the villages belonging to these States which are situated in 
Ajmer-Merwara ; (6) Rajputana, Dholpur and Mewar through the inclusion of 
Nimrol village (shewn in the Gwalior Imperial Tables) in Dholpur, and the exclu- 
sion from Mewar of the Parganas of Nandwai of Indore and Gangapur. of Gwalior 
(shown in the Central India and Gwalior Provincial Tables).
